When we 
have the same density cf population as 
tbs adjoining olty of Orange, the park 
and playground area lo Montclair would 
be one tore for each 450 Inhabitants. 
And as the need for open apaoee Increases 
the possibility of obtaining them dis¬ 
appears.

Fourteen new lota have been brought 
Into the market, although the park la 
not yet oompleted, and thla means that 
fourteen new properties, with improve¬ 
ments, will shortly be put upon the tax 
books of the town and will yield an lo- 
oome practloally sufficient to pay the 
interest required oq the total park bond 
issue. 

“ Bat in addition to tke new value da- 
' veloped Immediately surrounding the 
parks there will be a considerable geo- 
era1 Increase of value throughout the | 
entire town, wbloh will, of coarse, ben-1 
eflt all of our property owners snd old- 
sens, snd will tend to reduoe taxes. 

“ If these various traots are not ac¬ 
quired now for park purposes It la not 
likely that they or aoy otbeit ever will 
be, for real estate values are Increasing 
very rapidly In Montolslr, and this land 
would be loo expensive for park pur- 
poses at a later time, e?en If It oouid be 
scoured then. Unimproved property Is 
rapidly being cut up Into small building 
lots.
